States, complainant, against 
the Northern Securities company, the 
Great Northern Hallway company, the 
Noittiern Pact dr Railw ay company and 
ethers, defendants, to test the b-galltg 
If the alleged combination or merger 
of the two roads and others named in 
the bill. 
The action is brought under 
the act of Ju ly 2, 1890, known as 
Sherman anti trust act. 
After reciting the 
fact that the 
Northern Securities company Is a cor­ 
poration organized under the laws of 
the state of New Jersey; 
that the 
Great Northern railroad was organised 
under the laws of the state of Minne­ 
sota, and the Northern Pacific rail 
road under the laws of Wisconsin and 
that the two last named companies are 
common carriers, doing an interstate 
business, ami that these companies at 
and prior to the doing of tha acta 
complained of, owned and operated 
two 
separate, 
independent, 
parallel 
and competing lines of railw ay, ag­ 
gregating over 6,600 miles In length, 
the 'petition goes on to say that they 
“ were the only transcontmental lines 
of railw ay extending across the north­ 
ern tier of states west of the Great 
I.akei, from the Great Lakes and the 
Mississippi river to the Pacific ocean 
and were then 
Engaged in A ctive Com petition 
with one another for freight and pas­ 
senger traffic among the several states 
of the United States and between

MARCONl b WORK. 


IM Cs m IssIs s i si the Isrtsfur si 
Wireless Telesraphr, 
I*. T. McGrath, editor of Tbe Eveulng 
Herald, 8t. John’s, N. P.. contribuí»-* 
to tbe March Century »ti article on 
Marconi’s work which the inventor au­ 
thenticates In a prefatory note. The 
writer saya: 
In one of our many talks no the St. 
John’s station Mr. Marconi gave me 
thia digest of hit conclusions: 
The wireless agency Is most effective 
over marine arena The unbroken tur 
face of the ocean enables dista tices to 
be obtained and resulta achieved which 
cannot be approached on land. Over 
low lying country two-thirds of the 
distance can be reached, but over tracts 
where tbe usual diversified topograph­ 
ical feature* are found the potency of 
the vibrations Is reduced to one-half 
what it Is at sen. High hills do not con­ 
stituís an obstacle, but the ground It 
self retards the signals. The vibrations 
seem to reach slightly farther In fog 
than In fine weather; atmospheric con 
dtthms do not seriously affect them; 
electrical disturbances are their only 
foe. Mr. Marconi’s later experiments 
appear to indicate that a pole 2U0 feet 
high gives the beat results, as the wire 
suspended from It conies into contact 
with sufficiently varied atmosphere 
strata, while at the same time It can be 
made thick enough to receive a sub 
stantlal electrical influence from the ra­ 
diating ether wavea which ate caught 
by it With a balloon or kite elevated 
to an altitude or 4U0 feet or so the wire 
must be very slight and the ceaseless 
swaying of tbe upholder alao Interferí** 
with the reception of definite sígnala 
Strangely enough, a hortaontal aerial 
win* la of no value, gives out no energy 
foe his purposes and was long ago die 
carded.

Many of the loggers and lum ber­ 
ing men of N orthern Minnesota who 
are finishing up their o perations for 
the winter are hustling the work at 
every cam p with all possible speed. 
The reports sent out from m any of 
the camps d u ring the past month 
have been exaggerated to some ex ten t 
and many of the loggers discredit 
them. 
It is true however, th at while 
there still remains enough snow for 
good sleighing in the woods, that the 
soft w eather is fast bringing about 
unfavorable conditions and at the 
present rate of thaw ing skidding 
will be practically impossible in the 
woods where there is any snow at 
all now. 
Both Mr. Bolin and Mr. Wood, of 
the firm of Bolin & Wood spent S u n ­ 
day in the city and they stated th at 
they had not been deterred in the 
least in their work on the big con­ 
tract at Melley. 
They took ex cep ­ 
tion to the statem en ts th at logging 
operations were practically a t 
a 
standstill and th at from 20 to 30 
per cent of the logs skidded cannot 
be hauled this year to the landings. 
If such a condition did actually 
exist it would be a serious m atte r 
for N o rth ern Minnesota. 
Some of 
the sm aller operators will, it is true, 
have their log crop curtailed to some 
extern, but the larg er operators ex­ 
pect to get out nearly all of their 
season’s cu t.

Loggers in the Camps of North­ 
ern Minnesota Hustling With 
All Possible Speed. 


NOT 
AT 
A 
STANDSTILL 


Reports that There Will Be a 
Log Shortage is Not Credit­ 
ed By Many. 
Many of the logger* and lumber­ 
ing men of Northern Minnesota who 
are finishing up their operations for 
the winter a** hustling the work at 
every camp with all possible speed. 
The reporta sent out from many of 
the camps during the past month 
have been exaggerated to some extent 
and many of the loggers discredit 
them. 
It ia true however, that while 
there still remains enough snow for 
good sleighing in the woods, that the 
•oft weather is fast bringing about 
unfavorable conditions and at the 
present rate of thawing skidding 
will be practically impossible in the 
woods where there is any snow at 
all now. 
Both Mr. Bolin and Mr. Wood, of 
the firm of Bolin A Wood spent Sun­ 
day in the city and they stated that 
they had not been deterred in the 
least in their work on the big con­ 
tract at Melley. 
They took excep­ 
tion to the statem ents that logging 
operations were practically at 
a 
standstill and that from 20 to 30 
per cent of the logs skidded cannot 
be hauled this year to the landings. 
If such a condition did actually 
exist it would be a serious m atter 
for Northern Minnesota. 
Some of 
the smaller operators will, it is true, 
have their log crop curtailed to some 
extent, but the larger operators ex­ 
pect to get out nearly all of their 
season 'a cut.

The case was an import­ 
ant one and Judge Lochren refused 
to allow the jury to return a sealed 
verdict, but went to the 
federal 
building at 11:30 p. m. Saturday to 
receive the verdict in person. 
The legal questions settled 
in 
Judge Lochren’» charge to the jury 
related to the methods of Joseph H. 
Farr, the scaler, who estimated the 
amount of lumber cut, on which it 
was proposed to assess West and 
Bonnes» for damages, both as to the 
scaling of the logs and as to the de­ 
termining of dead timber, also the 
right of Mr. Farr to pass upon the 
question as to whether the timber 
was dead. 
No question attached to ! 
the honesty of M r. Farr; it was only 
a question of method. 
Mr. Farr, it seems scaled the loga 
according to their solid contents and 
not by board measure; that is he 
would take the length of a tree and 
the area of the average cross section 
as the factors in determining the 
contents of a log. 
This gave the 
government the big end of the scale, 
inasmuch as the cross section de­ 
termining the number of feet of the 
•mall end than that of the average. 
Judge Lochren held this method was 
improper.

Henry of Prussia, there Is neither law* 
nor sentim ent against Mr. Roosevelt 
making presents to his friend 
the 
kaiser if he so desired, and he has so 
desired, says the New York Journal. 
When Prince Henry, done with his 
royal pilgrimage, leaves these shores 
for tho fatherland, he will carry with 
birn In a thick morocco case a token 
from the president to the German em 
peror. 
It Is the material expression of 
the president’s esteem for the German 
ruler. 
The gift which the prince will carry 
to Berlin is a superbly bound volume, 
entitled “H unting Big Game,” by Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt. 
The volume is a one copy edition 
which Theodore Roosevelt especially 
ordered his publishers to make for the 
occasion. 
As a specimen of the book­ 
binding art it Is said to be the most 
finished th at th e United States has ever 
produced. 
A low estimate places its 
cost at $2,000. 
The cover Is In green Levant, with 
the title In gold across the top. 
There 
are no other external decorations. 
It 
Is a single volume, and the 47G pages 
are of vellum. 
The type la handm ade 
and Illuminated, and there are forty or 
fifty Illustrations by such artists as 
Remington, Frost and Beard. 
In the 
public edition there Is a halftone fron­ 
tispiece of President Roosevelt in his 
khaki uniform as colonel of the rough 
riders, with his familiar slouch bat 
cocked Jauntily on one side of his h ead 
In the royal volume, however, the colo­ 
nel’s likeness Is modestly omitted. 
On the fly leaf In small illuminated 
letters is this verse: 
O th© regret of It! 
O the m ystery and power of the untracked 
land, 
Th© lure of wind from unknown spaces, 
Th© wonder and power of swift rivers 
W here only the shy beaver builds a dam! 


0 wild wood^ and rivers and untrod 
sweeps of sod,

"Big Game Hunting” Is a vivid ac­ 
count of the president's life on the 
plains and of bls rude home on the 
Little Missouri, and the story of it is 
told In his most animate*! style. 
Of 
the Ixioka he has written this one, it 
lins always been known by his Inti­ 
mate friends, was the one he most lik­ 
ed. 
In a foreword to It he gives this 
eminently 
characteristic 
explanation 
for writing It: 
"My object was not only to give a 
full account of the chase of every kind 
of big gam e proper to the United 
States, but also where possible to touch 
on their life histories. 
Moreover, I 
wished to sketch, at least In outline, the 
men who dwell In the wilderness and 
follow the wild industries which flour­ 
ish on the !»orders of the wilderness. 
I 
write for my fellow ranchmen and fel­ 
low* hunters and for tile young men of 
America In whose veins the red blood 
of life flows lustily aud who Joy in the 
strenuous pleasure that comes only as 
the prize of toll and exposure.” 
The book Is full of tales of the “stren­ 
uous pleasure” that has rewarded the 
president for his toil and exposure, 
tale* that are well calculated to thrill 
the strenuous crowned sportsman to 
whom the book is sent. 
There are Incidents of snow* goose 
shooting, where the president of this 
republic crawl* on bis hands and knee* 
through the tortuous dry tied of a 
stream to get a shot at a pompous 
gander, and he gets it. 
There are ac­ 
counts of cougar hunting with blood­ 
hound*. of deer and grouse shooting, of 
the buffalo chase, of the wonderful 
marksmanship of picturesquely uncivi­ 
lized cowboys* One of them shoots the 
head off a chicken with a rifle at eighty 
yards. 
Aud when It come* to that nobleat of j 
all big game hunting, the American j 
grizzly bear, the emperor may read this 
personal anecdote In which the presi­ 
dent sud a Rocky mountain grizzly 1 
played the leading parts. 
It Is con 
talned in the last chapter of "Rig Game 
Hunting.” 
After telling how he was J 
riding home over the plains after a dis- j 
agreeable Incident with * drunken trap­ 
per Mr. Roosevelt say*: 
"Immediately I caught the loom of !

glance showed me a big grizzly w alk­ 
ing slowly off with hi* head down. 
Ile ; 
wa* quartering to me, and I tim! Into j 
bis flank, the bullet, as I afterw ard f 
found, ranging forward and piercing 
one lung. 
At the shot he uttered a 
loud, moaning grunt and plunged for­ 
ward a t a heavy gallop, while I ran 
obliquely dow n the hill to cut him off. 
"After going a few hundred feet he I 
reached a laurel thicket, some thirty 
yard* broad and two or three times as 
King, which be did not leave.

f* tho edge and there hatted, not bk*bi 


IJ venture Into the mass of twisted, 
Hose growing stems and foliage. More­ 
over, as I hafted I heard bim utter a 
peculiar savage kind of whine from 
the heart of the brush.

tqcov and gazing earnestly to see if I 
could not catch a glimpse of bis hide. 
"Wlion I w as at the narrowest part 
of the thicket, he suddenly left in a di­

strings of foam hung from his lip#; his 
eyes burned like embers in the gloom.

Instantly the great bear 
turned with a harsh roar of fury and 
challenge, blowing the bloody foam 
from his mouth, so that I saw the 
gleam of w hite fangs, and then he 
charged straight at me, crashing and 
bounding through the laurel bushes, so 
that it was hard to airn. 
“I waited until he came to a fallen 
tree, raking him as he topped it with 
I ball which entered his chest and 
Went through the cavity of his body, 
but he neither swerved nor flinched, 
and at the m om ent I did not know that 
I had struck him. 
He came steadily 
on and in another second was almost 
upon me. 
I fired for his forehead, but 
my bullet w e n t low, entering bls open 
mouth, sm ashing his lower jaw* and 
going into the neck. 
“ I leaped to one side almost as I 
palled the trigger, and through the 
hanging smoke the first thing I saw was 
his paw as he m ade a vicious side blow 
at me.

A new species of violet has been dis­ 
covered by Miss Lillie Angell of Min­ 
ton place, Orange, N. J., and Charles 
Louis Pollard, curator of plants a t the 
Smithsonian institution has named the 
species Viola angelim, after the discov­ 
erer. 
Miss Angell is an am ateur botanist, 
ami when she discovered this new type 
of violet growing on the Orange moun­ 
tain she sent some specimens to the 
Smithsonian Institution, says the New 
York Times. 
Mr. Pollard sent for addi­ 
tional specimens, 
w*h!ch he planted 
alongside of Viola palmata, the ordi­ 
nary variety, but the new specimens 
showed no tendency to approach the 
known variety In its general charac­ 
teristics. 
The leaves are cordate ovate in out­ 
line. with a broad sinus, Irregularly 
five to seven lobed or, some of them, 
merely deeply sinuate. 
The lobes are 
all obtuse, more or less crenate, and the 
flowers are violet purple, darker at the 
base. 
The leaves attain large dimen­ 
sions,

The volume Is a one copy edition 
which Theodore Roosevelt especially 
ordered his publishers to make for the 
occasion. 
As a specimen of the book­ 
binding art it Is said to he the moat 
finished that the United States has ever 
produced. 
A low estimate places Its 
cost at 82,000. 


The cover Is In green Levant, wtth 
the title In gold across the top. There 
are no other external decorations. 
It 
Is a single volume, and the 470 pages 
ire of vellum. The type fa handmade 
and Illuminated, and there are forty or 
fifty Illustrations by such artists as 
Remington, Frost and Beard. 
In the 
public edition there Is s halftone fron 
tisptece of President Roosevelt In his 
khaki uniform as colonel of the rough 
riders, with bis familiar slouch hat 
cocked Jauntily on one side of his head. 
In the royal volume, however, the colo­ 
nel’s likeness la modestly omitted.

A new species of violet has been dla- 
covered by Mlsa Lillie Angelí of Min­ 
ton place, Orange, N. J., and Charles 
Louis Pollard, curator of planta at the 
Bmlthaonlan Institution has named the 
species Viols angeltoe, after the dlacov- 


Mlaa Angelí ta an amateur botanist, 
and when she discovered this new type 
of violet growing on the Orange moun­ 
tain she sent some specimens to the 
Bmlthaonlan Institution, says the New 
York Times. Mr. Pollard sent for addi­ 
tional aped mena, which be planted 
alongside of Viola palma ta, the ordi­ 
nary variety, hut tha new spedmene 
•bowed no tendency to approach tha 
known variety In Its general charac­ 
teristics. 


Tha leaves are cordate ovate In out­ 


line, with a broad sinus. Irregularly 
five to seven lobed or, some of them, 
merely deeply sinuate. Tha lobes are 
all obtuse, more or less crenate, and the 
flowers are violet purple, darker at the 
The leaves attain large dlmen- 


ropalar Salat* C o a t« a *ti.
